Army Engineers abandon 
public contract awards 


Announcement by district engineer at Los Angeles indi- 
cates that all future construction work will be by 
privately negotiated contracts 


Complete abandonment of all public 
of bids for construction work 
the U. S. Engineer Department is 
dicated in an announcement made 
1 by Col. Rufus W. Putnam, dis- 
engineer, Pacific Division, at Los 
seles. Confirmation of this change 
policy could not be obtained at the 
Pacific Division office in San Francisco 
immediately at the office of the 
Chief of Engineers in Washington. As 
is issue was going to press, contact 
as made with Maj. Gen. Thomas M. 
Robins. 

General Robins said that a uniform 
practice of handling bid openings had 
tbeen adopted by the Corps of Engineers. 
In the past, different practices of han- 
dling bids had prevailed in different 
districts. In the future, bids will be 
opened privately and negotiations in- 
stituted. As soon as an agreement has 
been reached with the successful bidder, 
all bids will be made public. General 
Robins said that the practice of making 
bids public before negotiations were 
begun had not been found satisfactory.

No change in the law 


The announcement from Col. Put- 
nam’s office said: “This is not a new 
law. The regulation is part of the First 
War Power Act of Dec. 18, 1941, and 
has been in effect since that time. The 
difference in this district is that Col. 
Putnam has been liberal in his interpre- 
tation of it. Now, higher authority in 
Washington has decreed that the strict 
letter of the regulation shall be ob- 
served.” 

Under the new arrangement put into 
effect at the Los Angeles district office, 
an explanatory statement will be in- 
serted in the invitation for bids, which 
will read as follows: 

“In compliance with the present 
policy of the War Department, the pub- 
lic opening of offers has been discon- 
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tinued. You are advised accordingly 
that your offer will be opened and con- 
sidered by this office privately. The 
right is reserved to reject any and all 
offers as the interests of the government 
may require, or to waive any informal- 
ity in offers received and further to ac- 
cept or reject any or all items of offer. 
The decision of the contracting officer 
in this matter will be conclusive.” 


Negotiated contracts 


Col. Putnam’s announcement pointed 
out that negotiating contracts rather 
than awarding them through formal ad- 
vertising and public opening of bids has 
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been found very helpful in expediting 
work. 

“Negotiation means only that the 
government is free to accept or reject 
any offer . . . but not inflexibly obligated 
to accept any offer,” said Col. Putnam. 
“The low offer usually gets the contract, 
but the interests of the government can 
best be served by negotiating whenever 
otherwise acceptable offers are consid- 
ered to be out of line in any respect. 
Such negotiations will first be with the 
lowest offerer.” 


Policy changed in 1939 


The Navy began negotiating 
tracts in 1939 on a cost-plus-a-fixed-fee 
basis under the defense program, and 
on June 22, 1940, the Army received 
authority to take similar action. As 
the defense program expanded, the 
Army Engineers, in May, 1942, aban- 
doned competitive bidding (ENR June 
4, 1942, vol. p. 893) and began solicit- 
ing informal bids as the basis for ne- 
gotiated contracts. That was when the 
architect - engineer - management con- 
tracts were inaugurated.

Snow weasel tested for forest service 


Officially the Army's T-15 cargo carrier, a 
2-passenger vehicle originally designed for 
Alaskan combat, the snow weasel is being 
tested for routine forestry tasks. A pair of 
these snow cruisers has been purchased for 
use by the U. S. Forest Service, according 
to John W. Spencer, regional forester for 
the Rocky Mountain region. 
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Shown above, speeding along in fifth gear 
at about 23 mph., the weasel handles easily 
on hard-packed snow. Its 18-in. wide treads 
enable the vehicle to negotiate 45 deg. slopes 
in snow-covered forest country. Built low 
like a jeep, the T-15 can carry a payload of 
1,260 |b. and has a cruising range on a fank- 
ful of gas of 125 miles. 
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Flood-control program for California 
prepared by the Army Engineers 


Plan calls for ultimate expenditure of $440,000,000 on dams and 
levees in Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys 


Flood-control plans for the valleys of 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers 
in California were made public late in 
May by the Pacific Division. Corps of 
Engineers, U. S. Army. Including proj- 
ects already authorized by Congress but 
held up due to the war. the plans pro- 
vide for ultimate construction of 25 
reservoirs, with facilities for generating 
hydro-electric power where feasible; re- 
vision and extension of certain existing 
levees and appurtenant works; and addi- 
tional levees, channel improvements 
and related facilities throughout the 
Central Valley. First cost of all proj- 
ects is estimated at $440,000.000. 

Referred to the Board of Engineers 
for Rivers and Harbors in Washington, 
D. C., by Brig. Gen. Philip G. Bruton, 
division engineer, Pacific Division, the 
report, authorized by Congress in 1936 
and 1938, concludes that the program 
should be adopted, with future neces- 
sary modifications, as a basis for flood 
protection coordinated with water con- 
servation for other use. 


Initial program outlined 


As an initial step in the progressive 
development plan, the report recom- 
mends authorization by Congress now of 
projects costing about $46,000.000. In- 
cluded are multi-purpose dams and 
reservoirs on Fresno River, Chowehilla 
River, Cache Creek, Putah Creek and 
Consumnes River; levee and channel 
improvements in the Cache Creek drain- 
age basin, on Mormon Slough, on Deer 
Creek and in the Tulare Lake sump 
area. 

Units in the comprehensive plan 
which have been authorized by Con- 
gress include a dam and reservoir at 
Iron Canyon on the Sacramento River, 
Folsom Dam on the American River, 
Pine Flat Dam on Kings River. 
Terminus on the Kaweah River, Success 
Dam on Tule River, Isabella on the 
Kern River, New Melones on the Stanis- 
laus River and eight other structures. 
Also authorized are 26 projects for 
channel and levee improvements. 


The announcement from General 
Bruton’s office said that this work will 
he coordinated with plans of the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation for the same 
streams but gave no details as to how 
the coordination was to be effected. 

Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes, in testimony before committees 
of Congress. proposed that a federal 
authority be set up to control the rivers 
of the Central Valley. This proposal is 
actively opposed in California. where 
Secretary Ickes is charged with having 
persuaded the Bureau of the Budget to 
impound funds that otherwise could 
have been used by the Army Engineers 
to start some of the proposed flood-con- 
trol projects. 

Meanwhile. the California Senate 
unanimously passed a bill appropriating 
$30,000,000 to pay the state’s share of 
the proposed projects. 


Lanham Act increase of 
$30 million is asked 


Passage of a bill (H.R. 3278) to 
authorize the appropriation of an addi- 
tional $30,000,000 to be spent under the 
provisions of the Lanham Act for public 
works in war-impacted areas has been 
recommended by the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds of the 
House. 

While none of this money is intended 
for new construction needs, it was urged 
that the use of unallotted funds (about 
$7,000,000) from past appropriations be 
extended one year from the present ex- 
piration date of June 30 for emergency 
construction requirements. 

The additional $30,000,000 appropria- 
tion is said to be essential for proper 
operation and maintenance of public 
service facilities—primarily schools—in 
war areas. 

It is estimated that the unallotted bal- 
ance of funds undér Title II of the act 
for war public service projects will be 
about $7,000,000 on June 30, 1945. The 
unappropriated balance of current au- 


thorizations amounts to $3.00,

Research and statistics 
division created in FWA 


A division of research and statistics 
has been established within the Bureau 
of Community facilities of the Federal 
Works Agency, Maj. Gen. Philip B. 
Fleming, Administrator, announced 
June 1. The division will be responsi- 
ble for the collection and analysis of 
statistics and the preparation of reports 
necessary to the efficient functioning of 
the bureau in administering postwar 
planning and Lanham Act Funds. It 
will be responsible for the accumula- 
tion, presentation, and interpretation of 
data on the construction industry as it 
affects the administration by the bureau 
of the programs. 

Robinson Newcomb, formerly direc- 
tor of the construction research division 
of the War Production Board, which 
has been abolished, is the director of 
the bureau’s: new division. Mr. New- 
comb entered. government service in 
1928 as an economist 
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the Anglo-lranian Oil Co., this type of pipe 
could he made continuous to any length.

Offshore breakwater 
proposed for New Jersey 


An offshore breakwater from Sandy 
Hook to Bay Head, N. J., a distance of 
about 30 miles, has been proposed by 
Sigvald Johannesson, chief of the New 
Jersey Highway Planning Bureau, as 
an alternative to the proposed ship 
canal across New Jersey, which is being 
opposed by the bureau because of its 
serious effect on the state’s highway sys- 
tem. In a report to Spencer Miller, state 
highway commissioner, Mr. Johannesson 
states that such a barrier, placed about 
one mile off shore, could be built at a 
fraction of the cost of the proposed canal 
and would serve the same purpose. Fur- 
ther, a breakwater in that location 
would check the serious damage now 
being done by the sea to that section. 

Mr. Johannesson states that the aver- 
age depth one mile off shore is less than 
50 ft. and that the bottom is firm sand. 
Ample rock for the seawall is said to be 
available. 
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Bailey Bridge Serves as Construction Trest| 


The military bridging operation 
which involved rebuilding the Wil- 
helmina Bridge over the Meuse River 
at Maastricht, Holland, introduced the 
use of a Bailey bridge as a construction 
trestle, a scheme which is regarded as 
having peacetime possibilities on bridge 
work in the United States. From the 
Bailey bridge concrete for repairing 
some of the old pier tops was poured, 
steel for new pier tower bents was 
placed and, finally, beams for the new 
superstructure were erected. The bridge 
had another interesting characteristic 
—the building of the new superstruc- 
ture in one span on top of an exist- 
ing through-truss, one end of which 
had been dropped into the water. 

The Wilhelmina Bridge had origin- 
ally consisted of a series of flat con- 
crete arches, five of about 80 ft. span

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Nation-wide association of engineers 
proposed by C. A. Powel 


President of the American Institute of Electrical Engineers 
declares there is need now for an all-inclusive organization 


A nation-wide association of engi- 
neers, embracing all branches of that 
profession, was advocated on May 16 
by C. A. Powel, president of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
speaking before the St. Louis Section 
meeting of the A.I.E.E. Mr. Powel de- 
clared that “in a world where scientific 
knowledge and engineering achievement 
are shaping our habits of thought and 
life, there is urgent need for an all- 
inclusive organization that can speak 
for engineers in the councils of govern- 
ment and the ranks of industry”. 

Mr. Powel, who is manager of head- 
quarters engineering of the Westing- 
house Electric Corp., Pittsburgh, Pa., 
said that such an organization must 
have “constant and intimate contact 
with the rank and file of engineers and 
must bring its weight to bear in com- 
munity and civic affairs.” 


Collective action necessary 


Two plans of joint action have al- 
ready been tried, Mr. Powel said. The 
first, put into effect by the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, authorizes 
local sections of the society to set up 
collective bargaining units. The second 
plan favors the inclusion of engineers 
in general “white-collar unions”. “Both 
of these plans offer serious difficulties,” 
Mr. Powel asserted. “The first would 
probably mean the elimination of super- 
visory workers from the bargaining 
units and in addition presents a number 
of legal obstacles. The second plan, 
while attractive in some respects, has 
several disadvantages. 

“In any concern, no matter what size. 
the ratio of engineers to draftsmen. 
clerks, accountants and others is al- 
most of necessity small. In addition, 
the engineer would be subjected to 
decisions ‘and rules which are clearly 
inteided*for a great majority of men 
doing an entirely different class of 
work.”” % 

Mr. Powel stated that the A.LE.E. 
had formed a joint committee with the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers to investigate the subject of col- 
lective bargaining units for local society 
sections, and added that “their prelim- 
inary study has brought out the tre- 
mendous difficulties of such a plan.” 

Mr. Powel declared that by the very 
nature of his work the engineer “has 
something different to sell than the 
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machinist, the clerk or the laborer. The 
engineer’s training has developed his 
creative instinct.” he said. “His work 
is not adapted to control by any ordinary 
time-study procedure nor can his hours 
of work be put on a rigid schedule. He 
is much more likely to become an in- 
dividualist than a man working with a 
group in the shop. Nevertheless, he has 
the same desire to seek protection in 
collective action. 

“Tt is doubtful, however, if a bargain- 
ing agency in the ordinary sense of the 
term is necessary or desirable for engi- 
neers. The protection he rightly seeks 
could probably be provided more effec- 
tively by an over-riding association em- 
bracing all engineers devoted specifi- 
cally to the welfare of the profession as 
a whole and the individual members 
comprising it.” 


BRIEF NEWS 


Fifteen new engineering aides have 
been hired to lead field survey parties 
in surveying the Trinity River so that 
plans can be made to canalize the 
stream, according to the Denison Dis- 
trict Army Engineers at Denison, Tex. 
Congress recently authorized the survey 
and the project was transferred to the 
Denison district. 


Construction contracts have been 
awarded for the first units of a large tire 
plant to be built at Topeka, Kan., by 
the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., of 
Akron, Ohio, according to P. W. Litch- 
field, board chairman. 

The new factory, which is a Defense 
Plant Corporation unit, will produce 
large tires for the mechanized equip- 
ment of our fighting forces. Construc- 
tion will start soon and the plant is 
scheduled to begin operating by next 
January.

Few men have done more for the 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
than the man who on June | was to have 
given up the secretary’s post of that 
organization, yet less is known about the 
contributions made by George Seabury 
than about those of most men who 
have served the society as officers at one 
time or another. 

This paradoxical situation is ex- 
plained in part by the fact that George 
Seabury came from New England and 
was educated in one of its conservative 
schools where unobtrusiveness was con- 
sidered a virtue that accompanied com- 
petence. Further explanation rests in 
the fact that during the past 20 years 
Mr. Seabury’s greatest satisfaction 
came from seeing the society’s Board 
of Direction and its committees move 


forward, seemingly on their own initia-. 


tiv, toward accomplishment of his 
objectives. Skill in getting the board 
to do what he thought best, or in 
keeping it from making a mistake, with- 
out his appearing to take a leading 
part, was one of his distinguishing 
characteristics. 


Broad practical training 


George Seabury came to the A. S. C. E. 


in 1925 with a broad. background 
of practical experience. Born in New- 
port, R. I, in 1880 and graduated from 
M. I. T. in 1902 as a civil engineer. 
he spent his first four years out of 
school as a contractor’s engineer around 
New York. The next nine years were 
spent in that training ground that 
turned out so many engineers who 
hold high positions today, the Catskill 
work of the New York Board of Water 
Supply. 

In 1915 Mr. Seabury went to Provi- 
dence, R. I. to become a division en- 
gineer with the water supply board at 
that city. Three years later he left that 
Position to accept a commission as a 
major in the Construction Division of 
the Army, participating in the construc- 
tion of Camps Devens, Upton, Meade, 
Mills, Merritt, Dix and Lee. Leaving

the army in 1918 he organized the 
contracting firm of George T. Seabury, 
Inc., and was engaged in construction 
work until 1923 when he was named 
the Providence Safety

Council. He left that position to be- 
come secretary of the A. S. C. E. on 
Jan. 1, 1925. 

For an adequate appreciation of Mr. 
Seabury’s service to the A. S. C, E. it 
is necessary to recall conditions within 
the society at the time he took office 
in 1925. Charles Warren Hunt had 
retired four years earlier after more 
than a quarter of a century as secretary. 
In those intervening years four men had 
served as secretary—H. S. Crocker for 
about a year as acting secretary while 
a successor to Mr. Hunt was being 
found, then E. M. Chandler for another 
year, then John H. Dunlap. who served 
as secretary from July, 1922, until his 
death following a railroad accident in 
July 1924, and finally Lincoln Bush as 
a pinch-hitter while another secretary 
was being sought. 

Thus, Mr. Seabury took over an 
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organization that had been without an 
experienced administrative head for 
four years. But this was not his only 
ptoblem. In the closing years of Mr. 
Hunt’s regime there had been growing 
resentment against centralized control 
of the society from New York and in- 
creasing demand for a change in the 
constitution that would make it possible 
for various parts of the country to 
choose their own representatives on the 
board. 

The new A. S. C. E. constitution 
that resulted from this controversy was 
adopted late in 1921. It set up districts 
and zones for the election of officers, 
provided for much more activity on 
the part of local sections and for the 
organization of technical divisions. The 
monotonous fortnightly meetings of the 
society at headquarters were eliminated, 
and meetings each spring and fall at 
points other than New York were 
authorized at which there would be 
sessions of the technical divisions. 

Expansion of society activities under 
this constitution had begun when Mr. 
Seabury took over, but there were many 
problems to be, faced as new sections 
were created and technical divisions 
organized. Fortunately, Mr. Seabury 
had the help of Carl Beam and Sidney 
Wilmot, who had joined the staff in 
1921 and 1923 respectively, also of Miss 
E. H. Frick, who then had been office 


manager for 28 years. 


A society journal 


Chief responsibility for the establish- 
ment of Civil Engineering as a journal 
through which members could be kept 
better informed as to society affairs 
rests with Mr, Seabury. Impressed 
with the need for something less formal 
than Proceedings, he got the board 
to authorize publication of Part II of 
Proceedings, a four-page leaflet of cur- 
rent society news. That was in 1926. 
Four years later, Civil Engineering was 
launched as a full-scale society journal. 

Mr. Seabury drafted the original 
plan and policy for that journal and 
always exercised close control over its 
content. With part of that policy some 
members have sharply disagreed, es- 
pecially his effort to prevent unin- 
formed discussion of controversial 
issues in its pages and his refusal 
to permit partisan discussion of matters 
that were under consideration by the 
board.

Old landmark to come down 


One of the old landmarks at the Soo 
will be torn down sometime this sum- 
mer. It is the 309-ft. swing bridge an- 
chored on Bridge Island and equipped 
with a series of steel wickets which could 
be lowered to form a dam for the up 
stream canal approaches to the Poe 
and the MacArthur locks. For the past 
35 years this movable dam has given 
emergency protection to the locks be- 
low it in the event of an accident to one 
of the upper gates of either lock.

For study of dam flow 


Model of the channel below the proposed 
Bridge Canyon Dam in Utah (ENR May 24, 
vol. p. 742) built to a scale of 1 to 60 by 
engineers of the Bureau of Reclamation in the 
Denver laboratory to study flow conditions at 
time of flood. Power turbines located in 
chambers in the body of the dam would dis- 
charge at the toe, below the outlet valve 
jets, and spillway discharges would come in 
trom the diversion tunnels at the sides. 
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The movable dam is no longer needed 
since provisions have been made recently 
for installing a steel stoplog emergency 
bulkhead just above the upper gates of 
the Poe lock. while a similar installation 
was made at the MacArthur lock when 
it was built. Removal of the movable 
dam will not interfere with lake naviga- 
tion through the locks. The swing span 
will be rotated to an open position, with 
the trusses paralleling the center line of 
Bridge Island. Trusses then will be dis- 
mantled and removed by barges which 
can be floated into a slip provided at 
the downstream end of the island. 

Construction of the movable dam at 
the Soo, back in 1910, will be remem- 
hered by many engineers as an innova- 
tion in lock protection at that time. Ac- 
cording to an iron plaque attached to 
the trusses, plans were prepared by I.. 
C. Sabin and Isaac DeYoung, then as- 
sistant engineer and junior engineer, re- 
spectively. Col. Chas. E. L. B. Davis, 
Corps of Engineers, U. S. Army, was 
in charge of the work. 


Park improvement 


Another needed improvement sched- 
uled for some time in the near future 
is the repair and rehabilitation of a 
small park located between Portage 
Ave. in Sault Ste. Marie and the Mac- 
Arthur Lock. For many years this area 
served as a picnicking rendezvous for 
tourists visiting the Soo. Construction 
operations in connection with the build- 
ing of the MacArthur lock in 1943, to- 
gether with normal deterioration caused 
by Army and Coast Guard occupancy of 
the park during the past four years has 
damaged it to such an extent that it 
will require a complete job of landscap- 
ing, seeding, driveway construction and 
other improvements to restore it to its 
former status.—JRC. 


Suggest state operate 
Golden Gate bridge 


Belief that the State of California 
eventually must take over operation of 
the Golden Gate Bridge between San 
Francisco and Marin counties because a 
small bridge district cannot operate 
and maintain a highway bridge of such 
size ‘was voiced in mid-May by Califor- 
nia legislators. 

Turned down at a recent legislative 
session was a proposal for state con- 
struction of a new six-lane divided free- 
way approach to the bridge on Marin 
County side, pushed by Redwood Em- 
pire legislators. The proposed approach 
would have been by way of Sausalito 
and meant abandonment of the present 
Waldo approach. 
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questioned the sincerity of his purpose 
in his attempting to keep the journal’s 
standards on a high plane by such 
means. 

Nowhere is Mr. Seabury’s mark so 
deeply impressed on A. S. C. E. affairs 
as on its finances. When he became 
secretary the society had only recently 
moved from its building on 57th St. 
to the Engineering Societies Building 
on 39th St. and had leased the 57th 
St. property for a modest rent. The 
society then had liquid assets of about 
$50,000 and a mortage of $200,000 on 
its former home. Mr. Seabury immedi- 
ately took the leading part in negotiat- 
ing a long new lease for that property 
which more than doubled the rent. 
He also insisted that part of this income 
be put in a fund which could be used 
to pay off the mortgage and build up a 
reserve for modernization of the build- 
ing when the lease expired. Today the 
society has liquid assets of well over 
a million dollars if capitalization of 
that lease is included. 


Interest in young members 


One of the most controversial issues 
of the days before Mr. Seabury took 
office was the extent to which the 
society should go into questions of pay 
and working conditions for its mem- 
bers. The conservatives were strongly 
opposed to such activities. They were 
not averse to having the society take 
a stand on the matter of fees for con- 
sultants, but when it came to salaries of 
the employees of thosé consultants, that 
was held by them to be a matter for 
the recently formed American Associa- 
tion of Engineers. 

George Seabury did not hold to that 
view. Quietly he began to build up 
recognition on the part of the board of 
the society's responsibility to its 
younger members, most of whom were 
employees. 

His first opportunity for concrete 
action came in 1927 when proposed 
increases in salaries for engineers em- 
ployed by New York City were before 
the Board of Estimate for approval. 
Realizing that support from the A. S. 
C. E. would be a powerful help in 
getting approval for the badly needed 
increases, Mr. Seabury got the board 
to authorize him to make a formal 
statement urging on the city the need 
for paying its engineers more than it 
paid the mechanics whom they directed. 
In this appeal he was joined by other 
engineers, and ultimately the increases 
were approved. 

That was the starting point for ex- 
panding activity in the interest of em- 
ployed engineers that culminated in 
adoption by the society of salary scales 
for the principal grades of engineering 
employment. More recently he took 
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an active part in finding solutions 
for problems that the spread of the 
trade-union movement has brought to 
civil engineers. Though cautious by 
nature, Mr. Seabury did not hesitate 
in emergencies to commit the society to 
large expenditures for legal advisors for 
engineers in trouble with unions. 


Engineers in the depression 


Less well known is Mr. Seabury’s 
very extensive activity in finding work 
for engineers in the depression of the 
early Thirties, much of which was done 
by direct personal contact with high 
administrative and legislative officials. 
Outstanding is what he did in collabor- 
ation with Capt. R. S. Patton, then di- 
rector of the Coast & Geodetic Survey, 
in obtaining authorization of extension 
of the work of the survey to provide 
jobs for 12,000 engineers. He also 
played a leading part in getting an 
engineer, H. M. Waite, named to direct 
the Public Works Administration and 
in selecting most of the state PWA 
engineers. 

It was Mr. Seabury who gave the go- 
ahead signal for establishment of the 
Professional Engineers Committee on 
Unemployment when destitute  en- 
gineers were walking the streets of New 
York. 


Remained in the background 


To many members, George Seabury’s 
administration of A. S. C. E. affairs has 
appeared colorless, coming as it did so 
soon after the autocratic administration 
of Charles Warren Hunt. Color, 
nevertheless, was there. That it has not 
been characterized by highlights is due 
to the way in which he undertook to 
obtain his objectives. 

Last January, when Mr. Seabury 
asked the board to relieve him of his 
arduous administrative duties, board 
members expressed the opinion that he 
should be retained in an advisory ca- 
pacity. To that end, when the board 
accepted his resignation in April and 
named William N. Carey to succeed 
him (ENR May 24, vol. p. 733) it ap- 
pointed Mr. Seabury to the newly cre- 
ated position of assistant to the presi- 
dent. This assignment was expected to 
give him complete freedom to use his 
time as he desired and yet mae him 
available to represent the president on 
inter-society boards or to act for him 
in matters where his knowledge of the 
society would have been of value. 

The death of George T. Seabury on 
May 25 removed from the scene a man 
who, had he been given an opportunity 
to view the professional scene objec- 
tively, would undoubtedly have made 
further and significant contributions to 
the progress of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers. 
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Seattle's postwar plans

new projects to be used by the general 
public. 

(3) Construction of a new police. 
health department headquarters build. 
ing, estimated to cost $2,500,000; and 
enlargement of the central library build. 
ing, at a cost of $1,000,000. 


Mayor Devin revealed that all the 
city’s accumulated surpluses and re 
serve funds, estimated at $2,500,000, 
will be required during 1946 to restore 
city-owned properties and city services 
to normal, after the long period during 
which building maintenance has been 
deferred and service function have been 
curtailed. 

In addition, the mayor said, $3,000; 
000 over and above such funds as may 
be received from federal or state sources 
and possible bond issues will be re 
quired annually for the five years for 
the city’s postwar projects. 

Meanwhile, the city water department 
filed with the city council a request for 
an appropriation of $12,000 to prepare 
plans for its postwar projects, including 
additional water storage facilities of 2, 
500,000 gallons and the first unit of 4 
new 50,000,000-gal. reservoir. 

Three postwar projects aggregating

Speaking at joint dinner meeting of 
several engineering societies at Roches- 
ter, N. Y., on May 25, Webster N. Jones.

Veterans Administration 
will build 18 hospitals 


Estimating that hospital facilities for 
veterans of this war must be enlarged to 
three times the World War I maximum, 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, adminis- 
trator of veterans’ affairs, has called at- 


tention to what the recent $2,607,187,500 
Veterans Administration appropriation 
will mean to the building industries. 

Out of the $84,500,000 granted for 
veterans’ hospital construction during 
the coming year, funds have been al- 
lotted for construction of 18 new hos- 
pitals with an 8,725 total bed capacity; 
additions to 12 existing hospitals have 
been approved; service alterations and 
expansions are scheduled for 39 state 
institutions. 

“With 95 veterans’ homes and hos- 
pitals located in 45 of the 48 states every 
business—as well as every community— 
should feel the effects of building activ- 
ity in terms of both money and jobs.” 

Pointing to the variety of businesses 
which will be effected by the veterans’ 
construction program, General Hines re- 
ported that 54 percent of the construc- 
tion cost of hospital building goes into 
materials,

Representative Cravens of Arkansas

Oil distribution school 
for engineer troops 


A petroleum distribution school, to 
teach engineer troops to lay, install and 
maintain booster pumping stations for 
carrying gasoline, oil and other vital 
fuel to fighting fronts is being construct- 
ed at Fort Lewis, Wash., it was an- 
nounced early in May by Col. Conrad 
P. Hardy, Seattle District Engineer. 

Completion of the first section of the 
school is scheduled for July 1. Cost- 
ing $79,756, the project is under con- 
tract to Sam Bergesen of Tacoma and 
is under supervision of Oscar C. Nelson, 
Ft. Lewis project engineer, and FE. G. 
Osborn, supervising district engineer. 


Syracuse, N. Y., has big 
public works program 


City Engineer Nelson F. Pitts of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., has reported to Mayor Ken- 
nedy that a $2,000,000 building, paving 
and sewer program for 1946 and 1947 
could be carried out under continuation 
of the proposed pay-as-you-go policy of 
the city. He noted that $1,000,000 of the 
funds would come from the city; the 
other $1,000,000 from the state. 

Mr. Pitts enumerated proposed pav- 
ing work costing $575,380: sewers, 
$298,770; buildings, $108,500 and said 
that separate water funds would pro- 
vide for $287,000 in work. 
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Tunnel contract awarded 
for San Diego Aqueduct 


Construction of San Diego's $17,500,- 
O00 federally-tinanced aqueduct for 
Colorado River water (ENR May 17, 
vol. p. 689) is expected to begin in the 
near future, following the recent award 
of an $878,536 contract for boring of 
three tunnels to W. E. Callahan Con- 
struction Co. and Gunther & Shirley Co. 
of San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Though War Manpower Commission 
and War Production Board restrictions 
prevent immediate use of structural 
steel and certain types of skilled labor, 
work may be started on construction 
necessary for general operations, in- 
cluding roads, buildings and equipment. 

Of the tunnels, the Fire Hill bore 
will be 5,700 ft. long, the Poway bore 
3,180 ft. long and the San Vicente 
bore 2,400 ft. long. They will be con- 
crete-lined, 6 ft. high and horseshoe 
shaped—flat on the bottom. 

Meanwhile, surveys and field draw- 
ings for the entire project had been 
completed, and plans and specifications 
were being readied for bids on a regu- 
lating reservoir and 22-mile section of 
pipeline near San Jacinto Tunnel. 

The aqueduct will provide a 71-mile 
hookup between the Metropolitan Wa- 
ter District’s San Jacinto Tunnel and 
San Diego’s Sun Vicente municipal 
reservoir. 


Removes weight tax on 
construction machinery 


Ending a fight of several years over 
the issue of whether earth-moving 
equipment is subject to taxes while 
being transported upon state highways, 
the California legislature recently 
adopted a measure specifically exempt- 
ing construction equipment from weight 
fees, although requiring registration for 
the purpose of identification. 

In 1940 the state’s attorney general 
(now Goy. Earl Warren) ruled that 
carryall scrapers were subject to tax- 
ation, a ruling which subsequently cost 
contractors hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually in motor vehicle taxes. 
Since the United States’ entry into the 
war, the tax burden has been espe- 
cially high because of the frequent 
necessity of moving equipment. 

The bill doing away with the tax 
was sponsored by the four California 
chapters of the A. G. C., and was guided 
through the legislature by the two 
A. G. C. representatives in Sacramento, 
Floyd O. Booe of the Northern Cal- 
ifornia Chapter, and Frederic A. Chase 
of the Southern California Chapter. 
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Homer Heath Nugent, 51, head of 
the English department at Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, Troy, N. Y., died 
May 28. Professor Nugent joined the 
R.P.I. faculty in 1916 following his 
graduation from Harvard University. 
After serving in the first World War, 
he received a master’s degree from 
Columbia University in 1923. He taught 
at New York University in 1928-29. An 
advocate of emphasis on English in 
engineering courses, Professor Nugent 
had served as chairman of the English 
section of the Society for the Promotion 
of Engineering Education. 


Clarence R. Wehrman, 42, manager 
of the American Canal Co. of Sugar 
land, Tex., died May 18 at Pearland, 
lex. Before becoming manager he had 
served the company for six years as 
civil engineer. He had also served as a 
civil engineer for the Sugarland Indus- 
tries. He was a graduate of Texas A. 


and M. College. 


Albert L. Wilcox, 63, Los Angeles 
engineer, died at Pasadena, Calif., May 
13. Mr. Wilcox was noted for his in- 
dustrial development work for different 
corporations in Brazil and other South 
American countries, where he lived for 
many years. He was in charge of much 
of the pioneering in the development of 
nitrate in Chile. 


Chester Posey, 54, engineer for the 
Pharr-San Juan Water District of Hi- 
dalgo County at McAllen, Tex., for 20 
years, died there May 15. 


James Stewart Green, 4], chief en- 
gineer of the Louisville, Ky., division, 
U. S. Engineers, died May 24. A 
graduate from Purdue University, he 
joined the U. S. Engineers in Louis- 
ville and later was transferred to St. 
Paul, Minn. He was reassigned to 
Louisville after the 1937 flood to work 
on flood control and from 1943 on 
served as chief engineer. 


John G. Sheldrick, 65, resident en- 
gineer of the Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
Sault Ste. Marie Railroad, died re- 
cently in Minneapolis, Minn. He had 
been a railroad man for 47 years, be- 
ginning in 1898 as a chainman in the 
engineering department of the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha line.

“Public Buildings Area" 
for Seattle, Wash. 


The Seattle Planning Commission has 
recommended to Mayor William F. 
Devin the creation of a “public build- 
ings area” covering six square blocks 
between Third and Fifth Aves. and Jef- 
ferson and Columbia Sts., to be supple- 
mented later by development and beau- 
tification of an adjacent “auxiliary 
area” and an “approach area.” 

The “public buildings area” would be 
an administrative center, not a civic or 
cultural center, and would be set apart 
for buildings of the city, county, state 
and federal governments. The county- 
city building already is in that area, 
and the city plans to build a_ public 
safety building there after the war. 

The report was based on a study of 
the building needs of the various gov- 
ernmental agencies for the next 25 
years, Chairman Walter L. Wyckoff 
said.

Mexico has 1] cement factories run- 
ning full blast, with an annual output 
of more than 1,000,000 metric tons. 
Because of an unprecedented building 
boom, the supply of cement is insuffi- 
cient to satisfy the country’s needs, and 
new plants are springing up. Six are 
rapidly being finished at Mazatlan, 
Tlalnepantla, Monterrey, Leon, and two 
in Vera Cruz. In addition, present 
plants, including Cementos Mexicanos 
of Monterrey, are increasing their daily 
ton capacities with additions to plants. 

When the new plants are finished 
and the additions to present ones com- 
pleted, Mexico is expected to have suffi- 
cient units to take care of home cement 
demands.
